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YMCA ANNUAL MAINTENANCE APPEAL 

Running concurrently with the Sir George Williams University Building Fund 
is the YMCA Annual Maintenance Appeal which this year seeks $285,000. 

J. D. Houlding, chairman of the 'Y' teams division drive stated that each year 
"the Montreal YMCA operates at a 10 per cent financial gap which has to be made 
up by contributions from friends of the Association, both corporate and individual. 

Mr. Houlding explained that the two campaigns are largely being carried out 
by the same canvassing organizations on a dual basis. In selected instances 
canvassers will seek gifts in support of both appeals. "By organizing in this 
manner" he said, "we are able to conserve volunteer leadership resources." 

The Montreal YMCA which operates eight branches throughout the Metropolitan 
area, 3 camps, Sir George Williams University, and the Sir George Schools 
(Elementary, High School, Business School, School of Art and School of Retail- 
ing) is one of the world's largest YMCA operations. Total membership in 'Y' 
programs last year was about 35,000 with gross attendance of 10,655,626, 

"The YMCA offers young boys and girls, teenagers, and young adults oppor- 
tunities for sport, play and education at far less cost than it takes to provide 
them," said Mr. Houlding. "It is vitally important that the maintenance needs of 
the "Y" be met in order that its services can be maintained and growth continued." 
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
